To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Hclderness . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  for  1969. 

The  year  saw  the  retirement  of  Dr.  F. R.  Cripps  after  46  years  service  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I had  the  honour  of  taking  over  from  him  in  October. 

The  Registrar  General's  figure  for  the  year  1969  indicates  a mid-year  population 
of  24,030,  an  increase  of  360  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  407  births  and  262  deaths  compared  with  382  births  and 
256  deaths  last  year.  He  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of  16.9  compares  with 
the  national  birth  rate  of  16.3  per  1,000  population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.7 
compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  followed  a pattern  which  has  now  been  common  for  a number  of 
years,  namely  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  were  the  major  cause  of 
death  with  malignant  neoplasms  the  second  major  cause.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  was 
the  greatest  single  cause  accounting  for  25%  of  death  from  all  causes  during  the  year. 
Of  the  malignant  neoplasms,  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  the  most  coroacn  sites  of  origin. 

Four  deaths  occurred  in  the  year  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

On  infectious  diseases,  few  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
however  that  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  indicating  that  this  disease  is 
one  with  which  we  still  need  to  reckon. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  set  out  in  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  s section  of  the  report. 

Water  is  supplied  to  all  parts  of  the  district  by  Hull  Corporation  and  54  samples 
submitted  by  the  Corporation  for  bacteriological  examination  from  various  parts  of  the 
supply  proved  satisfactory.  Of  just  over  9. 000  occupied  houses  in  the  district  all  but 
11  have  a mains  water  supply. 

Concerning  sewage  disposal,  schemes  already  in  operation,  schemes  at  present 
under  construction  and  schemes  planned  will  $erve  93,4%  of  the  population.  1,563 
inhabitants  will  remain  with  other  means  of  disposal.  All  steps  taken  to  provide 
W. C‘s  in  place  of  earth  and  pail  closets  and  their  connection  to  a proper  sewerage 
system  and  disposal  works  are  steps  towards  improving  the  hygiene  and  public  health  of 
the  district.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  in  Mr.  Dyson's  report,  that  the  completion  of 
sewerage  schemes  has  helped  to  curtail  the  need  for  a night  soil  collection  service. 

A weekly  refuse  collection  service  in  most  of  an  extensive  rural  district  is  a 
commendable  achievement. 
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Unfit  houses  continued  to  be  dealt  with,  87  defective  houses  being  rendered  fit, 
and  14  being  demolished  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  per  cent  of  meat  killed  in  the  district  was  inspected  before  being 
cleared  for  consumption  and  the  inspection  of  food  premises  was  also  maintained  during 
the  year. 

In  presenting  this  report,  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Cripps  and  myself,  may  I express 
thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also 
to  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and  support.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Holderness  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  and  information  details  of  the  environmental 
health  work  undertaken  in  the  year  1969  within  the  rural  district  of  Holderness  by  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department,  together  with  details  of  such  other  matters  as  were 
relevant  to  the  organisation  of  environmental  health  in  your  Council’s  area. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  domestic  and  general  water  supply  in  the  Council’s  area  is  supplied  under 
agreement  by  Hull  Corporation,  the  statutory  undertakers,  who  carried  out  extensions 
or  renewals  to  water  mains  in  the  district  to  a total  of  9,868  yards,  comprised  of  602 
yards  of  3”  main,  3,501  yards  of  4”  main  and  5,765  yards  of  6”  mains. 

Hie  works  detailed  were  undertaken  in  9 parishes  with  the  main  works  occurring  in 
the  installation  of  the  total  length  of  6”  main  between  Patrington  and  Weeton. 

Detailed  below  are  average  results  of  chemical  samples  taken  from  the  various 
sources  of  supply,  details  shown  being  in  milligrammes  per  litre.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


DRY  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  service  was  operated  with  a fleet  of  5 vehicles,  consisting  of  2 Sielvoke  and 
Drewery  "50*  Pakamatics  (1968),  1 Eagle  Crushload  (50*  (1964),  1 Derby”  Side  Loader, 
12  cu/yds  (1966)  and  1 Bedford  Gibson  20/30  cu/yds  (1961).  A total  work  force  of  21 
men  was  used  to  maintain  this  service.  Owing  to  rapid  deterioration  of  the  Bedford 
Gibsons,  it  was  not  possible  to  retain  one  as  a spare  vehicle  any  longer  but  by  taking 
one  off  the  road  sufficient  spares  have  been  available  to  keep  one  Gibson  in  running 
order. 

The  labour  force  was  kept  up  to  strength  without  undue  difficulty,  but  replacement 
of  men  during  holidays  and  sickness  was  more  difficult  as  recruitment  to  the  other 
branches  of  our  labour  force  has  not  been  possible  for  a long  time  and  we  still  operate 
under  strength  at  the  present  time. 

Special  collection  services  to  B. P.  Chemicals,  Saltend  and  Brandesburton  Hospital 
were  satisfactorily  maintained  throughtout  the  year. 

NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

Completion  of  sewage  schemes  helped  to  further  curtail  the  need  for  this  service, 
but  the  collection  service  thus  available  was  useful  to  augment  the  dry  refuse 
collection  service,  whose  present  resources  are  no  longer  able  to  cope  with  the  growing 
demands  of  the  rapidly  expanding  urban  parts  of  the  Council” s area. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  Council's  fleet  of  3 cesspool  emptiers  are  of  modern  design  and  in  good  order 
and  coped  efficiently  and  regularly  with  all  demands  made  on  the  service,  whether  of  a 
routine  or  a casual  nature. 

Detailed  below  are  figures  showing  that  6323  loads  of  sewage  were  collected  from 
various  sites  during  the  year,  and  in  total  represented  an  increase  of  almost  5%  over 
the  previous  year's  figures.

Charges  for  service  were  levied  as  appropriate  in  the  scale  of  30/-d.  per  house- 
hold septic  tank  if  not  exceeding  1 load,  otherwise  at  a rate  of  35/-  per  hour  or  £2 
per  hour  for  premises  outside  the  Council's  district.  Cesspools  within  the  Council's 
district  were  emptied  free  of  charge  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  undertaking. 

Disposal  of  collected  sewage  becomes  more  and  more  difficult,  and  priority  should 
be  given  to  the  provision  of  disposal  facilities  at  as  many  of  the  Council's  sewage 
works  as  possible. 

DYKE  CLEANSING,  SEWER  AND  OTHER  MAINTENANCE  WORKS 

The  Atlas  excavator  gave  excellent  service  during  the  year  and  the  routine 
cleansing  of  dykes  was  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  machine  was  also  used  on 
numerous  occasions  to  assist  the  repair  or  clearing  of  defective  or  blocked  sewers  and 
drains,  culverts  and  sewage  pumping  mains. 

A considerable  service  was  given  in  the  clearance  of  blocked  private  sewers  and 
drains,  and  including  Council  housing,  such  work  was  carried  out  at  more  than  225  sites. 

The  complemen?fmen  retained  under  this  heading  becomes  more  difficult  to  maintain 
at  strength,  and  the  ever  increasing  holiday  entitlement  of  workmen  in  other  services, 
continually  adds  to  the  replacement  demands  made  upon  this  force.  Inevitably  this  has 
its  effect  on  the  speed  in  which  direct  labour  schemes  are  completed,  but  even  so  the 
Council  may  justly  feel  satisfied  with  the  service  the  community  receives  from  the 
various  branches  of  services  available  to  it. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council's  tip  at  Kelsey  Hill  remained  the  main  centre  of  disposal  of  domestic 
refuse  from  the  rural  area,  and  a considerable  amount  of  trade  refuse  was  received  from 
premises  outside  the  Council's  area.  Servicing  of  the  tip  was  undertaken  by  2 
operators,  using  a Track  Marshall  Bulldozer  and  a Track  Marshall  Drott  Bucket/Shovel 
Machine.  From  time  to  time  it  was  necessary  to  allocate  additional  workmen  for 
in-booking  of  loads  which  amounted  to  17,962  in  1969. 


SALVAGE 


Sales  of  salvage  in  1969  amounted  to  a value  of  £225.  1.  9d. 

VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

The  council's  2 mechanics  were  able  to  cope  with  all  running  repairs,  but  repairs 
requiring  replacement  of  major  parts  were  allocated  to  the  main  distributors.  Current 
legislation  appears  to  have  caused  or  exposed  a situation  where  the  inavailability  of 
spare  parts  seems  to  grow  more  serious  with  the  consequent  ever  lengthening  delay 
before  a defective  vehicle  can  be  restored  to  service. 

Damage  to  tyres  on  refuse  tips  and  by  kerb  concussion  on  narrow  estate  roads 
continued  to  give  concern,  and,  although  drivers  do  their  best,  it  seems  that  with  the 
evergrowing  need  for  larger  vehicles  without  any  compensating  widening  of  estate  roads, 
such  mishaps  will  continue  to  occur. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

No  verminous  premises  were  encountered,  and  only  minor  insect  infestations 
required  treatment,  which  in  all  cases  only  involved  the  successful  use  of  the 
appropriate  insecticide. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION  SERVICES 

Satisfactory  treatment  was  achieved  in  all  of  the  480  premises  where  treatment  was 
found  necessary,  after  routine  inspection  or  request  for  assistance.  Routine  surveys 
were  made  of  2562  premises  during  the  year,  and  197  sewer  manholes  were  baited.  Other 
miscellaneous  jobs  included  the  eradication  of  38  wasps’  nests  in  addition  to  the 
treatment  of  insect  infestations. 

The  contract  service  to  agricultural  holdings  continued  to  flourish,  and  no 
serious  problems  were  encountered  on  agricultural  holdings,  apart  from  one  serious 
infestation  of  mice  in  a deep  litter  house  which  required  a lengthy  and  carefully 
applied  treatment  to  achieve  a complete  eradication. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  at  any  time  to  use  any  poison  other  than  Warfarin.  In 
some  cases  water  soluble  Warfarin  was  used  to  supplement  the  treatment,  and  this  was, 
as  on  previous  occasions,  found  to  be  particularly  helpful  in  the  treatment  of  mice 
infestations. 

Poisoned  bait  was  mixed  by  the  operator  in  small  quantities  at  regular  intervals, 
and  this  arrangement  together  with  the  use  of  best  quality  base  ingredients  ensured  a 
generally  attractive  palatable  bait,  successful  in  its  use.

33  discretionary  grants  amounting  to  £14, 162.  Ifi.  3d.  were  made  to  assist  in  the 
improvement  of  34  dwellings  in  1969. 

Standard  grants  to  a value  of  £12, 157.  12.  6d.  were  given  in  51  approved  applicat- 
ions for  the  improvement  of  53  dwellings. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  were  13  licensed  sites  in  operation  at  31st  December,  1969,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

THE  COUNCIL'  S HOLIDAY  CAMP,  ALDBRQUGH 

The  site  was  occupied  to  capacity  during  the  season,  the  whole  of  the  257  sites 
being  let  without  void  during  the  season.  Five  tenants  left  the  camp  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  the  sites  were  immediately  re-let  from  the  waiting  list  of 
applicants. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  warden  early  in  the  season,  but  the  new 
warden,  transferred  from  other  duties  in  the  Council’s  employment,  coped  admirably  with 
the  situation  and  the  camp  was  maintained  at  a high  standard  of  efficiency.  As  in 
previous  years,  assistance  was  given  by  labour  from  the  reserve  force  in  supplementing 
the  duties  of  the  warden,  particularly  on  his  rest  day  and  in  grass  cutting  and  general 
garden  maintenance.
